Al- 
though told in a colorful journalistic way, the 
book has been checked by psychiatrists and 
some of it is based on observations of their 
work and on interviews.

It is a 
philosophic approach to technicalities of mont- 
age, problems of synchronization of senses, 
color meaning, and compositional problems. 
Appendixes include lists of Eisenstein’s writ- 
ten works and films, sequences from films, 
and samples of shooting scripts. The book is 
specialized and written in a style beyond the 
range of the layman but is important in its 
field.

The author contends that “National Socialism 
has always been a vehicle for the new type of 
German militarism” that was developed after 
World war I by the officer class of the old 
army. What this militarism is and how it has 
used National Socialism are explained with 
numerous quotations from its leaders. Hitler, 
it is stated, began his career after 1918 as a 
paid propagandist for the military clique. 
Rather difficult reading but noteworthy for 
the contention that the blame for the war 
does not rest with one individual but with a 
group.

Detailed examination of defeatism, opposition 
to Lincoln’s administration, and movements 
for negotiated peace during the Civil war. 
The study is chiefly of opposition in the Mid- 
west and covers the causes for organized 
defeatism as well as its workings. The book is 
factual, undramatized history for the student 
rather than the general reader, although the 
latter might easily see the parallel between 
the situation shown in the book and various 
trends today. Careful documentation is shown 
by the long bibliography, p.276-302.

supplies. The author, an English squadron 
leader, defends the cautious policy of the 
military High Command, and deplores public 
pressure that calls for immediate action.

He 
tells why this specialized unit of the English 
forces was developed, how it is trained, and 
how it works. In spite of the plain presenta- 
tion the action at Lofoten islands and at St. 
Nazaire makes thrilling stories. The book is a 
sober evaluation of units of the commando 
type with regard to the whole strategy of the 
war.

Much of the evidence has appeared 
in part at least in the newspapers but is 
presented here in a well-organized, factual 
manner. The book is especially valuable for 
identifying psychological sabotage and show- 
ing how it works and to what extent the 
enemy uses it.
